WASHINGTON 
Reports per­ 
sisted today th at friends of Sen. 
McCarth y (R—Wis) migh t try to 
talk to death a resolution propo­ 
sing h is censure, on wh ich th e Sen­ 
ate opens formal debate tomorrow. 
McCarth y h imself professed ig­ 
norance of any such strategy. So 
did several of h is supporters. But 
two influential Democratic senators 
wh o asked not to be named said 
th ey h ad been informed an attempt 
may be made to prolong debate un­ 
til midnigh t, Dec. 24, wh en th e ex­ 
traordinary session wh ich convened 
yesterday dies automatically. 
Th at was th e final deadline set 
In 
an 
adjournment 
resolution 
agreed on by Congress last August. 
Ch arles Watkins, Senate parlia­ 
mentarian, said if th ere is no vote 
by th at h our, a pending censure 
resolution would expire with th e 
8 3rd Congress. 
Th at presumably would mean 
starting afresh with any move 
aimed at Senate rebuke of th e 
Wisconsin senator, wh o h as pre­ 
dicted th e vote will go against h im. 
Sen. Knowland of California, th e 
GOP leader, said h e remains h ope­ 
ful of getting a vote th is month . 
A special committee recommended 
censuring McCarth y for h is al­ 
leged ‘‘contemptuous’* attitude to­ 
ward a Senate subcommittee, “vul­ 
gar” remarks about one of its mem­ 
bers, and h is treatment of Brig. 
Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, a witness 
before th e Senate Investigations 
subcommittee McCarth y h eads. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Joh nson of Tex­ 
as, th e Democratic leader, indica­ 
ted h e regards th e McCarth y case 
as primarily a Republican prob­ 
lem, saying h e h ad not been con­ 
sulted about strategy. 
If McCarth y’s supporters try to 
drag out Senate arguments to avoid 
a verdict, th ey may need greater 
strength th an is now credited to 
th em. 
In th e past. South erners h ave 
demonstrated th ey can make a fili­ 
buster effective if th ey h ave about 
20 members willing to speak at 
length . Senate aides believe any 
talk marath on with fewer th an th at 
number participating can be bro­ 
ken by round-th e-clock Senate ses­ 
sions. 
Knowland already h as ordered 
Senate meetings daily from 10 a.m. 
to around 6 p.m. and h e could 
length en th e h ours with majority 
support. He said, h owever, h e was 
not trying to “rush ” matters. 
McCarth y’s aides now claim th e 
backing of about 25 senators, but 
it is doubtful th at nearly all of 
th ese would join in any length y 
talk. 
McCarth y said in a radio broad­ 
cast last nigh t th at wh Ue h e be­ 
lieves th ere are “plenty of votes 
in th e Senate to censure h im, h e 
does not believe any such result 
would affect h is ch ances for re- 
election in Wisconsin in 1958. 
“I don’t th ink th at th e American 
people are fooled t t all,” h e said. 
He said h e expects votes against 
h im to come from most of th e Dem­ 
ocrats and th e “ so-called liberal— 
and I put th at in quotes—Repub­ 
licans.” He said h e may get “ a 
few” Democratic votes of support. 
McCarth y spoke bitterly of wh at 
h e said was “th e jungle warfare 
wh ich some elements in th e Repub­ 
lican party h ave waged on me be­ 
cause of my figh t on communism.” 
He said it “disgusted many Re­ 
publicans and D e m o c r a t s wh o 
would h ave voted Republican” in 
last week’s election. 
With outward indications th at h e 
expects a censure vote to be reach 
McCarth y said h e plans to go 
ah ead after th at “to continue ex­ 
posing Communists in government 
to th e best of my ability.” 
“Th is is th e fifth investigation of 
m e,” h e said, “th ere will be a sixth 
and s e V e n t h —no question about 
th at.” 
He told th e Senate yesterday th e 
committee recommendation th at h e 
be rebuked for h is remarks about 
Sen.

majority of members indicated th e 
program requires furth er study. 
Th e discussion was h eld after 
Jam es 
Fortiner 
suggested 
th e 
board begin to th ink about addi­ 
tional rooms at th e two sch ools. 
He said some migh t be available 
by next fall if th e board 
a c t s 
promptly. 
According to a report 
f r o m 
Ch arles Firestone of Firestone & 
Motter, Canton arch itects for th e 
combined sch ool in th e West End, 
th e board will h ave approximately 
$200,000 remaining from th e bond 
issue wh en th e building is com­ 
pleted in July 1956. 
J. E. Curry, president, com­

Th e legislation, arising from a 
complaint by Paul J. Langley, 
Mah oning County sh eriff, th at Co­ 
lumbiana County prisoners

“troublemakers,” came on t h e 
h eels of approval of th e $250,000 
jail bond issue by Columbiana 
County voters last week. 
Columbiana commissioners took 
steps yesterday to locate h ousing 
until a jail can be erected and 
employed an arch itect to design 
th e new structure. 
Carroll 
County 
commissioners 
yesterday indicated 
t h e y would 
consider th e proposal to h o u s e 
Columbiana County prisoners 
at 
th eir jail at Carroll at th e next 
meeting Monday. 
Commissioner W. A. South an of 
East Liverpool said th e commis­ 
sioners will ask county municipali­ 
ties for th e use of th eir jails, al­ 
th ough most are small and already 
overcrowded.

An attractive friend of th e Sh ep­ 
pards, Mrs. Nancy Ah ern, also 
swore on th e witness stand th at 
Mrs. Sh eppard told h er sh e under­ 
stood th at h er h usband qualified 
th e statement by saying “th ey (th e 
Sh eppards) were righ t for each 
oth er and would try (th eir m ar­ 
riage) again.” 
Mrs. Ah ern, a trim brunette in 
h er middle 30’s, with dark h orn 
rimmed glasses, testified at th e 
trial of Dr. Samuel H. Sh eppard. 
He is ch arged with bludgeoning h is 
wife Marilyn to death in th eir bed­ 
room July 4. 
Over defense objections, Mrs. 
Ah ern said sh e got th is story 
second h and, th at Mrs. Sh eppard 
h ad h eard 
about it from Dr. 
Randall Ch apman, a Los Angeles 
osteopath and friend of th e Sh ep­ 
pards, during a visit to California 
last March . 
Mrs. Ah ern said Mrs. Sh eppard 
“ seemed very much in love’* with 
h er h usband, but “I was never 
quite sure of Dr. Sh eppard.”

Friends Of Senator 
Reported Set To Talk 
Censuring To Death 


WASHINGTON UP—Reports per­ 
sisted today that friends of Sen. 
McCarthy (R—Wis) might try to 
talk to death a resolution propo­ 
sing his censure, on which the Sen­ 
ate opens formal debate tomorrow. 
McCarthy himself professed ig­ 
norance of any such strategy. So 
did several of his supporters. But 
two influential Democratic senators 
who asked not to be named said 
they had been informed an attempt 
may be made to prolong debate un­ 
til midnight, Dec. 24, when the ex­ 
traordinary session which convened 
yesterday dies automatically. 
That was the final deadline set 
in 
an 
adjournment 
resolution 
agreed on by Congress last August. 
Charles Watkins, Senate parlia­ 
mentarian, said if there is no vote 
by that hour, a pending censure 
resolution would expire with the 
83rd Congress. 
That presumably would mean 
starting afresh with any move 
aimed at Senate rebuke of the 
Wisconsin senator, who has pre­ 
dicted the vote will go against him. 
Sen. Knowland of California, the 
GOP leader, said he remains hope­ 
ful of getting a vote this month. 
A special committee recommended 
censuring McCarthy for his al­ 
leged •‘contemptuous** attitude to­ 
ward a Senate subcommittee, “ vul­ 
gar** remarks about one of its mem­ 
bers, and his treatment of Brig. 
Gen. Ralph W. Zwicker, a witness 
before the Senate Investigations 
subcommittee McCarthy heads. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of Tex­ 
as, the Democratic leader, indica­ 
ted he regards the McCarthy case 
as primarily a Republican prob­ 
lem, saying he had not been con­ 
sulted about strategy. 
If McCarthy's supporters try to 
drag out Senate arguments to avoid 
a verdict, they may need greater 
strength than is now* credited to 
them. 
In the past, Southerners have 
demonstrated they can make a fili­ 
buster effective if they have about 
20 members willing to speak at 
length. Senate aides believe any 
talk marathon with fewer than that 
number participating can be bro­ 
ken by round-the-clock Senate ses­ 
sions. 
Knowland already has ordered 
Senate meetings daily from IO a.m. 
to around 6 p.m. and he could 
lengthen the hours with majority 
support. He said, however, he was 
not trying to “ rush’* matters. 
McCarthy’s aides now claim the 
backing of about 25 senators, but 
it is doubtful that nearly all of 
these would join in any lengthy 
talk. 
McCarthy said in a radio broad­ 
cast last night that while he be­ 
lieves there are “ plenty of votes” 
in the Senate to censure him, he 
does not believe any such result 
would affect his chances for re- 
election in Wisconsin in 1958. 
“ I don’t think that the American 
people are fooled |t all,” he said. 
He said he expects votes against 
him to come from most of the Dem­ 
ocrats and the “ so-called liberal— 
and I put that in quotes—Repub­ 
licans.” He said he may get “ a 
few” Democratic votes of support. 
McCarthy spoke bitterly of what 
he said was “ the jungle warfare 
which some elements in the Repub­ 
lican party have waged on me be­ 
cause of my fight on communism.” 
He said it “ disgusted many Re­ 
publicans and D e m o c r a t s who 
would have voted Republican” in 
last week’s election. 
With outward indications that he 
expects a censure vote to be reach 
McCarthy said he plans to go 
ahead after that “ to continue ex­ 
posing Communists in government 
to the best of my ability.” 
“ This is the fifth investigation of 
me,” he said, “ there will be a sixth 
and s e v e n t h —no question about 
that.” 
He told the Senate yesterday the 
committee recommendation that he 
be rebuked for his remarks about 
Sen.

Murder Trial Stand 


CLEVELAND US—Pretty Marilyn 
Sheppard heard just a few months 
before she was murdered that her 
osteopath husband was “ thinking of 
a divorce,” a witness in the Shep­ 
pard murder trial testified today. 
An attractive friend of the Shep­ 
pards, Mrs. Nancy Ahern, also 
swore on the witness stand that 
Mrs. Sheppard told her she under­ 
stood that her husband qualified 
the statement by saying “ they (the 
Sheppards) were right for each 
other and would try (their mar­ 
riage) again.” 
Mrs. Ahern, a trim brunette in 
her middle 30’s, with dark horn 
rimmed glasses, testified at the 
trial of Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard. 
He is charged with bludgeoning his 
wife Marilyn to death in their bed­ 
room July 4. 
Over defense objections, Mrs. 
Ahern said she got this story 
second hand, that Mrs. Sheppard 
had heard 
about it from Dr. 
Randall Chapman, a Los Angeles 
osteopath and friend of the Shep­ 
pards, during a visit to California 
last March. 
Mrs. Ahern said Mrs. Sheppard 
“ seemed very much in love” with 
her husband, but “ I was never 
quite sure of Dr. Sheppard.” 
Mrs. Ahern also reported that 
another phase of a conversation 
with Mrs. Sheppard last April 
dealt with a watch which “ Dr. 
Sheppard bought for a young lady 
from California.” 
The prosecution has claimed this 
“ young lady” was Susan Hayes, a 
pretty laboratory technician with 
whom it said Dr. Sheppard had an 
affair. 
“ Mrs. Sheppard mentioned the 
watch, and I a s k e d how 
she 
knew of it,” continued Mrs. Ahern. 
The witness quoted Mrs. Shep­ 
pard as saying that she either saw 
Dr. Sheppard write out a check 
for the watch or found an expense 
check for the watch. 
“ I asked 
her 
if she was not 
upset about 
the 
watch, and she 
said she was,” she stated. 
The relating of these details fol­ 
lowed closely the testimony of 
Mrs. Ahern 
at the inquest 
last 
summer. Defense Counsel William 
J. Corrigan 
vigorously protested 
their introduction today. 
He said the conversation was not 
made in the presence of any person 
other than Mrs. Ahern. But the 
judge allowed Mrs. Ahern to go 
ahead. 
At the inquest last July, Dr. 
Sheppard testified that while he 
was in California, he and Miss 
Hayes attended a wedding with 
some friends. Miss Hayes lost her 
watch on this occasion, and he 
bought her a replacement, he said. 
Mrs. Ahern and her husband, 
Donald, were the last two out­ 
siders known to have seen Sam 
and Marilyn alive. They were din­ 
ner guests at the Sheppard home 
the night Marilyn was murdered.

Keel, who suffered shock, cuts and 
bruises, told a reporter: “ I pre­ 
sume I set off the blast in an at­ 
tempt on my part to find a gas 
leak.

WASHINGTON (B-President Ei­ 
senhower’s nomination of U.S. Cir­ 
cuit Judge John Marshall Harlan 
to the Supreme Court, 'where his 
grandfather o n c e sat, seemed 
headed today for easy passage 
through the Senate. 
But trouble appeared to be brew­ 
ing for the nomination of Atomic 
E n e r g y Commissioner Joseph 
Campbell to be comptroller gener­ 
al-head of the General Account­ 
ing Office (GAO), whose job it is 
to keep close tabs on how federal 
agencies spend the money Con­ 
gress gives them. 
There was no indication the Pres­ 
ident had consulted senators in ad­ 
vance about either appointment. 
The White House announced the 
nominations yesterday and said the 
President would submit them for­ 
mally to the Senate today. The 
Senate reconvened yesterday main­ 
ly ' to consider censure charges 
against Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis). 
First reaction of senators willing 
to comment indicated that Harlan’s 
selection was not likely to stir any 
controversy, but that Campbell’s 
nomination might be challenged by 
opponents of the proposed Dixon- 
Yates contract to supply private 
power in the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thorty area. Campbell was one of 
the AEC members who approved 
the contract’s form. The contract 
now is under study by the Senate- 
House Atomic Committee. 
Harlan's nomination came as 
something of a surprise, although 
there had been some speculation 
Eisenhower might dip into the fed­ 
eral judiciary to fill a vacancy left 
by the recent death of Justice Rob­ 
ert H. Jackson. This is Eisenhow­ 
er’s second Supreme Court appoint­ 
ment. Last year, he named former 
Gov. Earl Warren of California 
chief justice. 
If confirmed, Harlan would join 
Warren and Justice Harold Burton 
as the third Republican on the 
nine-man court. 
Campbell’s selection to be comp­ 
troller general, succeeding the re­ 
tired Lindsay Warren, also fell in­ 
to the surprise category. 
Harlan, a tall and athletic-look- 
ing 55, lives in New York and since 
March has served as a judge of the 
federal circuit which includes New 
York, Connecticut and Vermont. Up 
to now, this has been his only bench 
experience. 
A grandson of a Supreme Court 
justice who bore the same name 
and served for 34 years until his 
death in 1911, Harlan was associ­ 
ated with Atty. Gen. Brownell in 
a New York law firm from 1927-29.

WASHINGTON GB—Russia has 
countered 
an 
American protest 
over the latest cold war aerial in­ 
cident with a declaration of abso­ 
lute innocence, but U.S. officials 
indicate the Soviets haven’t heard 
the last of the matter. 
For the eighth time since the 
cold war began, the United States 
yesterday demanded an apology 
and reparations from Russia for vi­ 
olence done American aircraft by 
Soviet planes. 
Moscow countered with a claim 
that its planes were in the right. 
But the original U.S. note had 
promised that the Kremlin would 
hear more from Washington after 
investigation established all the 
facts “ regarding human life and 
material losses.” 
The latest incident occurred Sun­ 
day over Japan’s northern Hokkai­ 
do Island.

The Man Behind The Wheel 
Ohio ’s directo r o f hig hway safety . Uric C. 
Felty , has c o m e up with the sug g estio n, 
amo ng o thers, that the state sho uld have a 
co mpulso ry auto mo bile inspectio n law. 
The need which Felty stresses fo r measures 
to safeg uard the lives o f tho se who use o ur 
hig hway s has been apparent fo r many y ears 
but. as the directo r po ints o ut, there has been 
no inclinatio n in the Ohio Assembly to do any ­ 
thing abo ut it. 
Felty is pro po sing a fo ur-po int pro g ram: 
1. Co mpulso ry auto mo bile inspectio n. 
2. A demerit sy stem to penalize reckless 
drivers. 
3. Driver 
e duc a t i o n fo r all hig h scho o l 
pupils. 
4. State licensing o f drivers* scho o ls. 
We are in acco rd with the directo r’s pro g ram, 
but we wo uld carry it a step further to co m­ 
pletely plug the lo o pho le fo r Irrespo nsible 
drivers. 
Great emphasis has been laid o n pro per 
training fo r new drivers, effective punishment 
fo r the reckless and tig htened reg ulatio ns o n 
the co nditio n o f cars that will be permitted o n 
the hig hway s. 
Our co ncern is the tho usands o f drivers o nce 
co nsidered co mpetent who . no matter what the 
y ears have do ne to their driving habits, need 
o nly to plunk do wn a buck every three y ears 
to g et their license renewed. 
It is true that a number o f serio us infrac­ 
tio ns co uld remo ve a driver fro m the hig h­ 
way s, but under present law he is penalized 
o nly after he is caug ht. 
In o ther wo rds, he is permitted at least o ne 
who pper o f an accident. 
Perio dic inspectidns o f the co mpetency o f 
the man (o r wo man) behind the wheel Is as 
impo rtant as inspectio n o f the vehicle he is 
driving . 


In the current wo rship o f the 
state as an institutio n apart fro m 
the peo ple thereo f, the metes o f 
human freedo m are o bliterated by 
a fear o f tho se 
who CO n t r o 1 
the po wer o f 
th e 
s t a t e . 
So m e t i m e s 
t h a t fear is 
ass 0 c i a t e d 
with adulatio n 
o f so me indi­ 
vidual such as 
Hitler, 
Stalin, 
Mu s s o 1 i n i, 
Geo rg e So ko lsky 
Ro o sevelt —to 
mentio n dead sy mbo ls o f hero -wo r­ 
ship. There are plenty o f live o nes, 
to o . 
Arno ld To jmbee, in a recent ad- 
di^ss 
at 
Co lumbia 
University , 
made this po int: 
“In Athens and in all o t h e r 
Greek city -states in that ag e, the 
city - state itself was the deity 
who se wo rship had the g reatest 
ho ld o ver the alleg iance o f the 
men.” 
Fo r city -state we can substitute 
the mo dern state, which o ften rep­ 
resents the po wer o f o ne po litical 
party o r o f o ne individual such as 
Franco o r Tito . The peo ple lack 
freedo m, which po litically means 
freedo m o f cho ice in g o vernment. 


THE ESSENCE o f o ur sy stem 
o f g o vernment is the rig ht o f the 
peo ple to cho o se their fo rm o f g o v­ 
ernment and the perso nnel o f their 
g o vernment. The Co nstitutio n g ives 
them unlimited autho rity to amend 
it, even to the deg ree o f amendiig 
it o ut o f ex istence. 
The electio n is a mechanism o f 
freedo m o f cho ice. Ag ain the p>eo - 
ple have unlimited cho ice. In the 
recent senato rial electio n in So uth 
Caro lina, they rejected the candi­ 
dates o f bo th po litical pa^es, 
cho o sing an independent candidate 
who se name they had to write in. 
No po wer in the state can co n­ 
tro l o r influence o r reject th e 
cho ice o f the individual vo ter. He 
may even decide to thro w o ut the 
ex isting g o vernment which, in this 
electio n, he actually did to the ex ­ 
tent that he altered the majo rity in 
Co ng ress. 
The impo rtance.o f the narro w­ 
ness o f the electio n is no t in the 
victo ry o f o ne party o r ano ther 
but in the narro wness o f the vo te, 
which can o nly be indicative o f 
the independence o f the individual 
vo ter. 
In co ntest after co ntest, the vo te 
became a victo ry by so small a 
marg in as to sho w an almo st even 
divisio n. The vo ters were cho o sing 
men as individuals; they were no t 
vo ting po litical parties, in o r o ut 
o f o ffice. 


IN THIS SENSE, the electio n 
was a revo lt ag ainst bo th po litical 
parties. In Co nnecticut, fo r in­ 
stance, Abraham Ribico ff, a Dem­ 
o crat, was elected as g o verno r but 
all the o ther state o fficials who 
were cho sen were Republicans. 
Into this situatio n co me a spe­ 
cial facto r, Miss Vivien Kellems, 
who ran fo r g o verno r as an in­ 
dependent Republican. Miss Kel­ 
lems’ vo te was drawn away fro m 
the Republican cajididate, 
J o h n 
Lo dg e. 
Every vo ter fo r Miss Kellems 
knew that she sto o d no chance o f 
being elected; 
every such vo te 
was a Republican pro test ag ainst 
a Republican g o verno r, but no t fo r 
the candidate vo ted fo r. 
Similarly in New Yo rk, the eno r­ 
mo us Demo cratic 
vo te ag ainst 
Franklin D. Ro o sevelt Jr., ex ­ 
pressed a po pular rejectio n o f this 
candidate which, when studied in 
relatio nship to o ther Demo cratic 
candidates, o bvio usly establishes 
that he was defeated by Demo ­ 
crats, by the refusal o f Demo ­ 
crats to vo te fo r a Demo cratic 
candidate. 
The pro fessio nal po liticians may 
no t pay to o much attentio n to this. 
They will say that the 1954 elec­ 
tio n was ex ceptio nal, but they can­ 
no t ex plain why it was ex ceptio n­ 
al. They have all so rts o f statistic? 
to pro ve the ex ceptio n but no ne 
to ex plain it. 
As a matter o f fact, it is o nly 
different in the sense that the vo tes 
cast pro duced small majo rities 
and, fo r a tim^, indecisive re­ 
sults. 


SURELY IN 1952, Eisenho wer 
ran o n his perso nal po pularity . He 
did no t carry his party , the Re­ 
publican party , alo ng with him to 
a decisive victo ry . He did no t 
transfer his perso nal po pularity to 
eno ug h senato rs and representa­ 
tives to g ive himself o r his party a 
wo rking majo rity either in th e 
Ho use o f Representatives o r the 
Senate. 
Perso nal po pularity has rarely 
been transferable in this co untry , 
pro bably the o nly ex ceptio n to the 
rule in o ur times being the direct 
transfer o f prestig e fro m Theo do re 
Ro o sevelt to William Ho ward Taft. 
Just as in 1952, vo ters c h o s e 
Eisenho wer and then pro ceeded to 
elect Demo cratic senato rs a n c 
representatives, so in 1954, they 
vo ted all o ver the map, as tho ug h 
parties did no t ex ist at all. That 
is representative o f free cho ice. 
Neither Stalin no r Hitter wbulc 
have understo o d this electio n, but 
to Americans it is no t as puzzling 
as the ex perts try to make it. 
The American likes to vo te fo r 
a man no t a sy mbo l.

One o f the acute facts o f po ­ 
litical Ufa, fo Uo wing last Tuesday ’s 
electio n, is that a Co ng ress» * turn­ 
ed Demo cratic by o verwhelming 
majo rities ro lled up in no rthern 
big cities by o rg anized labo r, will 
be manag ed by so utherners even 
mo re o ut o f sy mpathy with labo r 
unio ns than Republicans are re­ 
puted to be. 
Take the defeat o f Sen. Ferg u­ 
so n by Patrick V. McNamara, cer­ 
tainly amo ng the mo st surprising 
to natio nal pro g no sticato rs.

jo rity ever ro lled up Li the co unty 
hereto fo re was 238,400 fo r Franklin 
D. Ro o sevelt in 1944. 
In Illino is, the decisive re-elec­ 
tio n o f Demo cratic Sen. Do ug las 
is attributable to a mo re-than-300,- 
000 edg e in the City o f Chicag o g 
The Republican no minee, Jo seph 
T. Meek, came up to that met­ 
ro po lis with appro x imately a 68,- 
000 lead do wnstate, but lo st o ut 
o ver-all by abo ut 250,000.

The Rig ht To Investig ale 
The McCTarthy censure debate in the Senate 
will be a feminder that the rig ht to investig ate 
is reg arded by so me members o f Co ng ress as 
mo re Impo rtant than the rig ht to leg islate. 
It also will be a reminder 'that the chang e 
in party co ntro l o f Co ng ress g ave the upper 
hand in co ng ressio nal investig ating to the Dem­ 
o crats, who will use it to the full ex tent o f their 
ability to discredit Republicans. That is the 
way the investig ating po wer wo rks in co ng res­ 
sio nal hands. That is why It has beco me o ne 
o f the mo st fo rmidable o f all po litical weapo ns 
During the life o f the 83rd Co ng ress, minus 
the shred that will ex pire between no w and the 
end o f the Senate sessio n to co nsider the Mc- 
Cirthy censure reco mmendatio n, there w a s 
lively interest in a new co de to reg ulate 
Investig ato rs. It was the judg ment o f the mem­ 
bers o f the Mundt co mmittee and later o f the 
Watkins co mmittee that the issue o f McCar­ 
thy ’s co nduct as an investig ato r co uld have 
been averted by pro per rules g o verning in­ 
vestig ato rs and their aides. 
Bo th parties pro po sed co des o f pro per co n­ 
duct, altho ug h no actio n was taken. It remains 
to be seen whether o r no t actio n will be taken 
in the 84th Co ng ress; whether o r no t the Demo ­ 
crats will be interested in refo rming co ng res­ 
sio nal investig atio ns when they have newly wo n 
the rig ht to do the investig ating .

Of the Demo cratic net g ain o f

each fro m New Yo rk City , Mil­ 
waukee, Evansville, Po rtland, etc. 
But while these new members,

Russell f o r 
Demo cratic presidential no mina­ 
tio n in 1952 and is repo rted fro m 
his state as likely to line up with 
the So uthern blo c in the co ming 
Senate sessio n. 
So uthern pre-eminence in titular 


co ng ressio nal o ffices under Demo ­ 
cratic co ntro l has ex isted fo r hal' 
a century —but never quite so co m­ 
pletely as no w.

“When the Co ng ress dies, the 
Senate, as an o rg anized bo dy , dies, 
to o .

The fact teat 64 senato rs remain 
in o ffice pro vides a bridg e o f per­ 
so nal co ntinuity . But that co ntinu­ 
ity has no relatio nship to tee fact 
that at tee end o f tee term o f tee 
who le co ng ress the who le co ng ress 
is finished, and that includes the 
rules o f tee Senate.” 


LEHMAN FILED a brief pre­

(XXXII) that leg islative business 
lapses at the end o f each Co ng ress 
so teat co mmittee hearing s, co m­ 
mittee repo rts. Senate debate and 
even pro g ress thro ug h the Senate 
calendar are all fo r naug ht if tee 
leg islative business has no t been 
co mpleted by teat time.” 
Do ug las said in tee same debate; 
“Despite the ho ld - o ver o f two 
thirds o f its members in each new 
Co ng ress, it is co ncede^ by every ­ 
o ne teat the Senate is no t a co n­ 
tinuing bo dy fo r the co nsideratio n 
o f leg islatio n, ex ecutive appo int­ 
ments, treaties, o fficers o r co m­ 
mittees. There is no basis fo r a 
different co nclusio n o n the matter 
o f rules.” 
Even the brief submitted at that 
time by tee Republican po licy co m­ 
mittee spo nso red by Sen. Taft o n 
the o ther side o f the debate co n­ 
tained tee fo llo wing co ncessio n: 
“No direct precedent has been 
fo und in tee fo rm o f a Sepate rul­ 
ing either o n the questio n (1) 
whether the Senate is a co ntinuing 
bo dy , o r (2) whether its rules are 
co ntinuing .” 
While tee Senate’ failed by its 
subsequent vo te to permit the pre­ 
vio us rules to be discarded in favo r 
o f an amendment to restrict de­ 
bate. the vo te was taken o n teat 
issue directly rather than o n wheth­ 
er tee Senate was a “co ntinuing 
bo dy .” 


THE OTHER g rave erro r in the 
Watkins co mmittee repo rt is a mis­ 
leading statement o n tee matter 
o f precedents. The co mmittee’s lan­ 
g uag e was as fo llo ws: 
“A member may be censured 
even after he has resig ned. Pre­ 
cedents In bo te tee Senate and 


Ho use fo r ex pulsio n o r censure fo r 
co nduct o ccurring during a preced­ 
ing Co ng ress may be fo und in 
‘Hind’s Precedents.’ ” 
But a careful ex aminatio n o f the 
same so urce — “Hind’s Prece­ 
dents” — sho ws that there is no t a 
sing le case o f such co nduct o ccur­ 
ring in a prio r term which had 
beco me kno wn to Co ng ress in such 
prio r term. 
In the McCarthy case, o n two o f 
the three po ints charg ed ag ainst 
him the info rmatio n was available 
befo re his o ld term ex pired. 
Only tee third co unt — The 
Zwicker case — o ccurred during 
the same term in which the actio n 
fo r censure was bro ug ht. “Hind’s 
Precedents” also reveals that such 
a censure as o ccurred after a mem­ 
ber resig ned was in co nnectio n with 
pro ceeding s initiated at the same 
term and befo re tee resig natio n 
o ccurred, o r else o n co urt co nvic­ 
tio ns which became final during a 
subsequent term. 


THERE IS no parallel to the Mc­ 
Carthy case cited in “Hind’s Pre­ 
cedents,” but the Watkins repo rt 
g ives the erro neo us impressio n that 
there have been such precedents 
o n which censure has been vo ted. 
Actually , the co mmittee fo r so me 
strang e reaso n o mitted mentio n o f 
tho se precedents in which bo th the 
Senate and tee Ho use deliberately 
refused to vo te censure fo r co n­ 
duct disclo sed during the previo us 
term o f a member. 
The Watkins 
co mmittee 
ap­ 
parently accepted the draft written 
by co unsel unfamiliar with th e 
leg al precedents invo lved. Yet the 
Senate is ex pected to act impartial­ 
ly o n the basis o f such a defective

That was Frank J. Lausche, who 
will beg in his fifth term as Ohio ’s 
g o verno r nex t January . One o f the 
friendliest o f men. Go v. Lausche 
y et has maintained a dig nity in 
his o ffice teat has endeared him 
to Ohio ans, reg ardless o f po litics. 
There can be, even in an at­ 
mo sphere o f info rmality , a respect 
fo r tee dig nity teat pro perly be­ 
lo ng s with traditio nal po sitio ns 
and hig h elective o ffices. T h e 
dig nity teat the o ccupants o f these 
o ffices o we tee peo ple sho uld be 
returned in kind by tee peo ple, 
themselves.

Nothing Wrong In Ohio 
When the Republican high command in Wash­ 
ington finally gets around to making a thor­ 
ough analysis of what happened Nov. 2, it will 
find itself face to face with the fact that Ohio 
came through with a better than average score. 
This should bury once and for all the worn­ 
out charge that followers of the late Senator 
Robert A. Taft have refused to go along with 
the Eisenhower administration and the current 
Republican leadership. 
Ohio this year chose a Republican to replace 
*a Democrat in the U.S. Senate and elected one 
more Republican congressman than in 1952. 
This means there will be 2 GOP senators and 
17 GOP congressmen in the new Congress, as 
against the Ohio Democratic delegation of 
only 6. 
On the state level, the Republicans re-elected 
all their incumbents and returned a majority 
to the General Assembly. Tile score on county 
offices shows that the party followed through 
right down to the courthouse with a hard-hit­ 
ting campaign. 
It will be difficult for the analysts to put their 
finger on any state in the country, where the 
competition from Democrats was really stiff, 
that came through as effectively as the Ohio 
Republicans did this year. 
All this should bring long overdue credit to 
the followers of Bob Taft and his brand of 
Republicanism in the state. It also should lift 
Ray Bliss, Ohio Republican chairman, to a place 
of prominence in national party councils. To­ 
gether. they once again have proven their value 
to their party and nation. 
Ifs time for the President’s political advisers 
in the White House to take official note of this 
fact. 


The Man Behind The Wheel 
Ohio’s director of highway safety, Urie C. 
Felty, has c o m e up with the suggestion, 
among others, that the state should have a 
compulsory automobile inspection law. 
Hie need which Felty stresses for measures 
to safeguard the lives of those who use our 
highways has been apparent for many years 
but, as the director points out, there has been 
no inclination in the Ohio Assembly to do any­ 
thing about it. 
Felty is proposing a four-point program: 
1. Compulsory automobile inspection. 
2. A demerit system to penalize reckless 
drivers. 
3. Driver e d u c a t i o n for all high school 
pupils. 
4. State licensing of drivers’ schools. 
We are in accord with the director’s program, 
but we would carry it a step further to com­ 
pletely plug the loophole for irresponsible 
drivers. 
Great emphasis has been laid on proper 
training for new drivers, effective punishment 
for the reckless and tightened regulations on 
the condition of cars that will be permitted on 
the highways. 
Our concern is the thousands of drivers once 
considered competent who. no matter what the 
years have done to their driving habits, need 
only to plunk down a buck every three years 
to get their license renewed. 
It is true that a number of serious infrac­ 
tions could remove a driver from the high­ 
ways, but under present law he is penalized 
only after he is caught. 
In other words, he is permitted at least one 
whopper of an accident. 
Periodic inspectidns of the competency of 
the man (or woman) behind the wheel Is as 
important as inspection of the vehicle he is 
driving. 


The Right To Investigate 
The McCarthy censure debate in the Senate 
will be a reminder that the right to investigate 
is regarded by some members of Congress as 
more important than the right to legislate. 
It also will be a reminder 'that the change 
in party control of Congress gave. the upper 
hand in congressional investigating to the Dem­ 
ocrats, who will use it to the full extent of their 
ability to discredit Republicans. That is the 
way the investigating power works in congres­ 
sional hands. That is why it has become one 
of the most formidable of all political weapons. 
During the life of the 83rd Congress, minus 
the shred that will expire between now and the 
end of the Senate session to consider the Mc- 
Cirthy censure recommendation, there w a s 
lively interest in a new code to regulate 
investigators. It was the judgment of the mem­ 
bers of the Mundt committee and later of the 
Watkins committee that the issue of McCar­ 
thy’s conduct as an investigator could have 
been averted by proper rules governing in­ 
vestigators and their aides. 
Both parties proposed codes of proper con­ 
duct, although no action was taken. It remains 
to be seen whether or not action will be taken 
in the 84th Congress; whether or not the Demo­ 
crats will be interested in reforming congres­ 
sional investigations when they have newly won 
the right to do the investigating.

Americans Vote For A Man, Not A Symbol 


In the current worship of the 
state as an institution apart from 
the people thereof, the metes of 
human freedom are obliterated by 
a fear of those 
who co n t r o I 
the power of 
th e 
s t a t e . 
Som e t i rn e s 
t h a t fear is 
ass o c i a t e d 
with adulation 
of some indi­ 
vidual such as 
Hitler, 
Stalin, 
Mu s s o I i n i, 
George Sokolsky Roosevelt —to 
mention dead symbols of hero-wor­ 
ship. There are plenty of live ones, 
too. 
Arnold Toynbee, in a recent ad­ 
dress 
at 
Columbia 
University, 
made this point: 
“In Athens and in all o t h e r 
Greek city-states in that age, the 
city - state itself was the deity 
whose worship had the greatest 
hold over the allegiance of the 
men.” 
For city-state we can substitute 
the modern state, which often rep­ 
resents the power of one political 
party or of one individual such as 
Franco or Tito. The people lack 
freedom, which politically means 
freedom of choice in government. 


THE ESSENCE of our system 
of government is the right of the 
people to choose their form of gov­ 
ernment and the personnel of their 
government. The Constitution gives 
them unlimited authority to amend 
it, even to the degree of amending 
it out of existence. 
The election is a mechanism of 
freedom of choice. Again the peo­ 
ple have unlimited choice. In the 
recent senatorial election in South 
Carolina, they rejected the candi­ 
dates of both political parties, 
choosing an independent candidate 
whose name they had to write in. 
No power in the state can con­ 
trol or influence or reject th e 
choice of the individual voter. He 
may even decide to throw out the 
existing government which, in this 
election, he actually did to the ex­ 
tent that he altered the majority in 
Congress. 
The importance, of the narrow­ 
ness of the election is not in the 
victory of one party or another 
but in the narrowness of the vote, 
which can only be indicative of 
the independence of the individual 
voter. 
In contest after contest, the vote 
became a victory by so small a 
margin as to show an almost even 
division. The voters were choosing 
men as individuals; they were not 
voting political parties, in or out 
of office. 


IN THIS SENSE, the election 
was a revolt against both political 
parties. In Connecticut, for in­ 
stance, Abraham Ribicoff, a Dem­ 
ocrat, was elected as governor but 
all the other state officials who 
were chosen were Republicans. 
Into this situation come a spe­ 
cial factor. Miss Vivien Kellems, 
who ran for governor as an in­ 
dependent Republican. Miss Kel­ 
lems’ vote was drawn away from 
the Republican candidate, J o h n 
Lodge. 
Every voter for Miss Kellems 
knew that she stood no chance of 
being elected; every such vote 
was a Republican protest against 
a Republican governor, but not for 
the candidate voted for. 
Similarly in New York, the enor­ 
mous Democratic 
vote against 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., ex­ 
pressed a popular rejection of this 
candidate which, when studied in 
relationship to other Democratic 
candidates, obviously establishes 
that he was defeated by Demo­ 
crats, by the refusal of Demo­ 
crats to vote for a Democratic 
candidate. 
The professional politicians may 
not pay too much attention to this. 
They will say that the 1954 elec­ 
tion was exceptional, but they can­ 
not explain why it was exception­ 
al. They have all sorts of sta tists 
to prove the exception but none 
to explain it. 
As a matter of fact, it is only 
different in the sense that the votes 
cast produced small majorities 
and, for a time, indecisive re­ 
sults. 


SURELY IN 1952, Eisenhower 
ran on his personal popularity. He 
did not carry his party, the Re­ 
publican party, along with him to 
a decisive victory. He did not 
transfer his personal popularity to 
enough senators and representa­ 
tives to give himself or his party a 
working majority either in th e 
House of Representatives or the 
Senate. 
Personal popularity has rarefy 
been transferable in this country, 
probably the only exception to the 
rule in our times being the direct 
transfer of prestige from Theodore 
Roosevelt to William Howard Taft. 
Just as in 1952, voters c h o s e 
Eisenhower and then proceeded to 
elect Democratic senators a n d 
representatives, so in 1954, they 
voted all over the map, as though 
parties did not exist at all. That 
is representative of free choice. 
Neither Stalin nor Hitler would 
have understood this election, but 
to Americans it is not as puzzling 
as the experts try to make it. 
The American likes to vote for 
a man not a symbol.

An Empty Victory

One of the acute facts of po­ 
litical life, following last Tuesday’s 
election, is that a Congress,* turn­ 
ed Democratic by overwhelming 
majorities rolled up in northern 
big cities by organized labor, will 
be managed by southerners even 
more out of sympathy with labor 
unions than Republicans are re­ 
puted to be. 
Take the defeat of Sen. Fergu­ 
son by Patrick V. McNamara, cer­ 
tainly among the most surprising 
to national prognosticators. T h e 
Democratic victor, himself an of­ 
ficial of the Steamfitters’ Union, 
carried Wayne County, consisting 
mainly of the City of Detroit, by 
235,886 to overcome a Ferguson 
margin of 191,001 in all the rest of 
the state. 
Gov. Williams at the same time 
outdistanced all past records with 
his Wayne County margin of 307,- 
557. The highest Democratic ma­ 
jority ever rolled up la the county 
heretofore was 238,400 for Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in 1944. 
In Illinois, the decisive re-elec­ 
tion of Democratic Sen. Douglas 
is attributable to a more-than-300,- 
000 edge in the City of Chicago! 
The Republican nominee, Joseph 
T. Meek, came up to that met­ 
ropolis with approximately a 68,- 
000 lead downstate, but lost out 
over-all by about 250,000. 


IN OREGON the close election 
of Richard Neuberger, w h i c h 
seemingly has cinched Democratic 
control of the Senate, was due to a 
heretofore unparalleled solidarity 
of union-labor vote in the City of 
Portland. 
Of the Democratic net gain of 
14 House seats to achieve their 29- 
vote majority, almost all came 
from heavily industrialized dis- 
tricts—three each in Pennsylvania 
and Illinois, two in Michigan, one 
each from New York City, Mil­ 
waukee, Evansville, Portland, etc. 
But while these new members, 
elected predominantly by l a b o r - 
union votes, clearly account for the 
Democratic congressional victory, 
they and others of their ilk will 
find themselves submerged in a 
sea of members distinctly unre­ 
sponsive to labor demands. 
Even some of the senators that 
the organized workers helped to 
elect are already being counted 
against them. For example, Sen. 
Frear, re-elected in Delaware, is 
much more an archconservative 
than Sen.-Elect Clifford C a s e , 
from 
neighboring New Jersey, 
elected as a Republican despite un­ 
animous labor-leader opposition. 
And Alan Bible, new Democratic 
senator from Nevada, is said to 
have supported Sen. Russell f o r 
Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1952 and is reported from 
his state as likely to line up with 
the Southern bloc in the coming 
Senate session. 
Southern preeminence in titular 


congressional offices under Demo­ 
cratic control has existed for half 
a century—but never quite so com­ 
pletely as now.

MAJOR­ 
ITY chieftains in the two houses 
are Rep. Rayburn and Sen. John­ 
son, both of Texas. Sen. George 
of Georgia is slated for president 
pro tem and chairman of the For­ 
eign Relations Committee. 
Among the other leading com­ 
mittee chairmen in the Senate will 
be Byrd, Finance; Hayden, Appro­ 
priations; Ellender, Agriculture; 
Fulbright, Banking and Currency; 
Russell, Armed Services; 
Hi l l , 
Labor and Public Welfare; Mc­ 
Clellan, Government Operations; 
Johnston, Post Office and Civil 
Service. 
Hie only Senate committee chair- 
men-designate from definitely in­ 
dustrial states of the north and 
west even remotely in the top 
echelon are Green, Rules and Ad­ 
ministration; Kilgore, Judiciary; 
Magnuson, Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce.

Southerners in top House com­ 
mittee chairmenships will include 
Cooley, Agriculture; Vinson, Arm­ 
ed Services; Spence, Banking and 
Currency; Barden, Education and 
Labor (having to do with the Taft- 
Hartley law); Richards, Foreign 
Relations; Priest, Interstate a n d 
Foreign Commerce; Cooper, Ways 
and Means. 


THE ONLY non - Southerners 
among the dozen most eligible for 
house chairmenships are Cannon 
of Missouri, appropriations, actual­ 
ly more southern than northern in 
his viewpoints; Dawson, a Chicago 
Negro, succeeding Clare Hoffman, 
on Government Operations; Engle, 
Interior and Insular affairs; Cei­ 
ler, Judiciary. 
A special fly in the Senate oint­ 
ment will be J. Strom Thurmond 
of South Carolina, elected as a 
Democrat now, but .the Dixiecrat 
nominee for president against Har­ 
ry S. Truman in 1948 and an 
avowed supporter of Eisenhower in 
1952. 
Thurmond announced during his 
campaign that, if elected, he would 
vote with the Democrats on or­ 
ganization of the Senate. But be­ 
yond that it is fairly certain that 
this South Carolina rebel will hunt 
with all his might for ways to 
cross up all Democratic designs 
smacking of either the Truman or 
Roosevelt regimes.

Glaring Errors Gted In Mc Carthy Censure

Two glaring misstatements of 
fact — errors that have astonished 
parliamentarians 
of 
long 
ex­ 
perience on Capitol Hill — have 
been found in the Watkins com­ 
mittee report which may mean the 
collapse of two of the three points 
in the censure resolution proposed 
against Sen. McCarthy. 
These misstatements of the law 
and the precedents will prove em­ 
barrassing to Sens. Lehman, Doug­ 
las, Humphrey and a number of 
other senators on the so - called 
“liberal’’ side who will be abandon­ 
ing their convictions and reversing 
themselves if they accept the doc­ 
trine laid down in the Watkins re­ 
port that the Senate is a “continu­ 
ing body.’* 
Hie point at issue concerns the 
flat statement made in the Watkins 
report that, because the Senate is 
a “continuing body,’’ McCarthy 
can be punished for something that 
happened during his prior term in 
Congress. The exact opposite — 
that the Senate is not a “continuing 
body” — was vigorously contended 
by a large number of so-called 
“liberals” in the Senate just 22 
months ago. 
Hie loose language of the Wat­ 
kins committee report which is dis­ 
puted by the parliamentarians is as 
follows: 
“Senate Rule XXXII provides 
that the legislative business of the 
Senate shall be continued from ses­ 
sion to session, and that the legis­ 
lative business which remains un­ 
determined at the close of the next 
preceding session of that Congress 
shall be resumed as if no adjourn­ 
ment had taken place. This rule 
Trikes it clear that all legislative 
business continues from session to 
session.” 
The report then immediately 
draws this conclusion: “The Senate 
has the power to censure a senator 
for conduct occurring during a 
* prior term.** 


THE WATKINS committee re­ 
port is factually wrong, because 
the Senate rules do not provide for 
any such continuity in the status 
of legislation. When this question 
was last debated, on Jan. 6. 1953 
in connection with an effort to re­ 
move the ban on changes in the 
cloture rules, Lehman, who has 
recently been one of the archfoes 
of McCarthy, said: 
“Obviously, the continuance in 
office of 64 senators does not mean 
that the Senate, as an organized 
body, continues beyond the expira­ 
tion of the Congress of which the 
Senate is an integral part. That 
would be an impossible contradic­ 
tion. 
“When the Congress dies, the 
Senate, as an organized body, dies, 
too. It is revived, as the House is, 
on the third day of January when 
the new Congress begins its term. 
The fact that 64 senators remain 
in office provides a bridge of per­ 
sonal continuity. But that continu­ 
ity has no relationship to the fact 
that at the end of the term of the 
whole congress the whole congress 
is finished, and that includes the 
rules of the Senate.” 


LEHMAN FILED a brief pre­ 
pared under the auspices of the 
1952 leadership conference on civil 
rights, which included the Ameri­ 
can Civil Liberties Union, the 
Americans for Democratic Action, 
and many labor unions and reli­ 
gious and veterans’ organizations. 
This made an even stronger legal 
case against the concept that the 
Senate is a “continuing body.” 
After pointing out that legislative 
business may be carried over from 


session to session only of the same 
Congress, the brief says: 
“It is 
clear from 
the rule 
(XXXII) that legislative business 
lapses at the end of each Congress 
so that committee hearings, com­ 
mittee reports, Senate debate and 
even progress through the Senate 
calendar are all for naught if the 
legislative business has not been 
completed by that time.” 
Douglas said in the same debate: 
“Despite the hold - over of two 
thirds of its members in each new 
Congress, it is concede^ by every­ 
one that the Senate is not a con­ 
tinuing body for the consideration 
of legislation, executive appoint­ 
ments, treaties, officers or com­ 
mittees. There is no basis for a 
different conclusion on the matter 
of rules.” 
Even the brief submitted at that 
time by the Republican policy com­ 
mittee sponsored by Sen. Taft on 
the other side of the debate con­ 
tained the following concession: 
“No direct precedent has been 
found in the form of a Sedate rul­ 
ing either on the question (I) 
whether the Senate is a continuing 
body, or (2) whether its rules are 
continuing.” 
While the Senate' failed by its 
subsequent vote to permit the pre­ 
vious rules to be discarded in favor 
of an amendment to restrict de­ 
bate, the vote was taken on that 
issue directly rather than on wheth­ 
er the Senate was a “continuing 
body.” 


THE OTHER grave error in the 
Watkins committee report is a mis­ 
leading statement on the matter 
of precedents. The committee’s lan­ 
guage was as follows: 
“A member may be censured 
even after he has resigned. Pre­ 
cedents in both the Senate and 


House for expulsion or censure for 
conduct occurring during a preced­ 
ing Congress may be found in 
‘Hind’s Precedents.* ” 
But a careful examination of the 
same source — “Hind’s Prece­ 
dents” — shows that there Is not a 
single case of such conduct occur­ 
ring in a prior term which had 
become known to Congress in such 
prior term. 
In the McCarthy case, on two of 
the three points charged against 
him the information was available 
before his old term expired. 
Only the third count — The 
Zwicker case — occurred during 
the same term in which the action 
for censure was brought. “Hind’s 
Precedents” also reveals that such 
a censure as occurred after a mem­ 
ber resigned was in connection with 
proceedings initiated at the same 
term and before the resignation 
occurred, or else on court convic­ 
tions which became final during a 
subsequent term. 


THERE IS no parallel to the Mc­ 
Carthy case cited in “Hind’s Pre­ 
cedents,” but the Watkins report 
gives the erroneous impression that 
there have been such precedents 
on which censure has been voted. 
Actually, the committee for some 
strange reason omitted mention of 
those precedents in which both the 
Senate and the House deliberately 
refused to vote censure for con­ 
duct disclosed during the previous 
term of a member. 
The Watkins 
committee 
ap­ 
parently accepted the draft written 
by counsel unfamiliar with th e 
legal precedents involved. Yet the 
Senate is expected to act impartial­ 
ly on the basis of such a defective 
document. It was a hastily done 
job.

Britain’s queen mother has been 
getting along swimmingly on her 
visit here, according to the ac­ 
counts. But also, according to the 
accounts, she has undergone some 
pretty severe shocks to the dignity 
of a personage who once shared a 
throne and whose daughter now 
reigns alone.

Americans think of as their in­ 
formality. What visiting royalty 
may think of it is perhaps of no 
consequence. But it may bear a 
name not half so charitable as 
“informality.” 
One of the better known public 
figures who came out ahead in 
the recent elections said in his 
winner’s statement he would try 
to serve the people with dignity. 
That was Frank J. Lausche, who 
will begin his fifth term as Ohio’s 
governor next January. One of the 
friendliest of men. Gov. Lausche 
yet has maintained a dignity in 
his office that has endeared him 
to Ohioans, regardless of politics. 
There can be, even in an at­ 
mosphere of informality, a respect 
for the dignity that properly be­ 
longs with traditional positions 
and high elective offices. T h e 
dignity that the occupants of these 
offices owe the people should be 
returned in kind by the people, 
themselves. 
This is not the same thing as 
being obsequious. It is not the 
same thing as fawning, or boot­ 
licking. Certainly It is not con­ 
nected even remotely with the an­ 
cient idea that men can be turned 
into gods by hocus-pocus or mum­ 
bojumbo. It is the dignity that 


human beings owe to the personi­ 
fications of the symbols of their 
civilization. 
There was a time in this coun­ 
try when every elderly woman 
was a “queen mother” 
without 
benefit of royal prestige. There 
was a time when elderly men 
were given the respect they had 
earned. 
There was a time when 
the 
queen mother of Britain would not 
have been hailed as 
“Queenie” 
and surely would not have been 
expected to lay aside any of her 
lifelong reserve merely because 
she was 
rubbing 
elbows with 
Americans, instead of Britons. 
Something happened. The cause 
is vague. But toe effect is ob­ 
vious. Today, toe occupant of the 
highest office Americans can be­ 
stow on any citizen is hailed by 
his 
nickname. 
His 
predecessor 
was urged by his countrymen on 
many occasions 
“to give 
’em 
hell”—and he obliged. Was this 
what Andrew Jackson meant to 
do when he democratized toe 
presidency? No, because Jackson 
was a man who commanded dig­ 
nity himself and respected it in 
others. 
Dignity is • not a pretense, nor 
ah act. It is a sign of respect for 
things worth dignifying. It starts 
with respect for the dignity of all 
mankind and moves outward in 
all cUrections, encompassing ev­ 
erything worth cherishing. 
It is 
civilization’s 
counterbal­ 
ance for scoffers and brutalitar- 
ians who recognize no dignity any­ 
where and consequently must put 
their trust in terror and violence.

Wheeling Birth 


Deportation Hearing 
Ends; Decision Due 
After First Of Year 


PITTSBURGH 
— A deporta­ 
tion hearing for William G. (Big 
Bill) Lias, owner of Wheeling 
Downs (W. Va.) race track, ended 
Monday after two clergymen sup­ 
ported his claim that he was born 
in Wheeling and not in Greece as 
the government contends. 
Atty. Charles J. Margiotti, coun­ 
sel for Lias, introduced affidavits 
from the two clergymen at re­ 
sumption of the 15-month hearing 
before Lloyd H. Matson, special in­ 
quiry officer for the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. 
Matson indicated that there prob­ 
ably won’t be any decision in the 
case until after the first of year. 
He has to study some 1,000 pages 
of testimony and 72 exhibits. 
Affidavits were introduced from 
His Eminence, Michael, archbishop 
of the Greek Orthodox Church in 
North and South America, a n d 
Archimandrite Chrysontomas Tra 
hadias, former pastor of St. Nich­ 
olas Church here. 
Both said Lias’ baptismal certi 
ficate, showing he was baptized 
Nov. 15, 1900, following his birth 
in Wheeling, is correct according 
to church records. 
At the last hearing Aug. 2, the 
government claimed this certifi­ 
cate is a forgery. Ten church docu­ 
ments from Greece were offered 
to support the claim that Archi­ 
mandrite Parthenios Roudopolous, 
who signed the certificate, was not 
ordained until 1906 and did not ar­ 
rive in the Pittsburgh area until 
late that year. 
Archbishop Michael yesterday 
explained the apparent discrep­ 
ancy by saying that the Pittsburgh 
area, including Wheeling, was not 
organized by his church until 1906. 
He said that births, marriages and 
deaths prior to that date were re­ 
corded by committees of laymen 
charged with that duty and that 
the rites of the church were per 
formed by church missionaries or 
clergymen of the Russian or other 
Eastern Orthodox churches. 
When the Archimandrite Roudop­ 
olous arrived and took over, Arch­ 
bishop Michael said, it was his 
duty to gather these lay records 
and incorporate them into the rec­ 
ords of the church. When he could 
not find the name of the officiating 
priest in this lay record he signed 
his own, the archbishop said, add­ 
ing: 
“In issuing such certificates, he 
issued them as though personally 
performing the sacraments in or­ 
der to give the certificates the au­ 
thenticity to which they are en­ 
titled.’* 
The Archimandrite Trahadias, 
who noted that it was an “exact 
copy” from the church records 
when he gave Lias a copy of his 
baptismal certificate on Oct. 25, 
1928, yesterday reaffirmed t h a t 
statement in his affidavit. 
The government contends Lias 
was born in Greece and came to 
this country at an early age. Ac­ 
cording to the government, L i a s 
left the United States and re-en­ 
tered illegally in 1949 from Can­ 
ada, making him subject to de­ 
portation. 
Lias says he was born in Wheel­ 
ing in 1900. 
The hearing first began in Sep­ 
tember, 1953, and has been marked 
by prolonged recesses.

Student Placement Aired 
While MacDonald Is Razed

Loop Approves 
A’s Transfer 
To Kansas Qty 
By JOE REICHLER 
NEW YORK UR—Having won his 
four-month fight to purchase the 
Philadelphia Athletics and trans­ 
fer the franchise to Kansas City, 
industrialist Arnold Johnson today 
tackled the problem of hiring a 
field and general manager. 
He may disclose some of his 
plans at a press conference today. 
Elated by the 6-2 vote of ap­ 
proval given him by the American 
League, Johnson yesterday said he 
had an open mind on the manageri­ 
al situation. He said he had talked 
to no one about the jobs but had 
many applications. 
It was learned that Lou Boudreau 
deposed manager of the Boston 
Red Sox, has the inside track to 
the field managing job, and Parke 
Carroll, who was business manag­ 
er of the New ,York Yankees Kan­ 
sas City farm club in the American 
Assn., is a top candidate for gen­ 
eral manager. 
Johnson’s architects have been 
surveying the Kansas City park for 
weeks and are ready to begin in­ 
creasing the seating capacity from 
17,600 to 36,000 before the 1955 sea­ 
son and to about 45,000 by 1956. 
Johnson obtained control of the 
Kansas City ball park when he 
purchased Yankee Stadium from 
Yankee owners Del Webb and Dan 
Topping for 6% million dollars 
Dec. 17. He then made arrange­ 
ments to sell the park to the city 
of Kansas City and lease it back 
for five years. The city has guar­ 
anteed one-million paid attendance 
per year for three years or John­ 
son can move his franchise some­ 
where else. 
Under terms of the deal, Johnson 
will pay $450,000 each to Roy and 
Earle Mack for the 163 shares each 
owns. He already has paid Connie 
Mack $604,000 for his 302 shares. 
He must pick up a $1,200,000 mort­ 
gage held by the Connecticut Gen­ 
eral Life Insurance Co. and must 
also pay off debts estimated by 
him at $800,000. He will get back, 
however, $1,675,000 by the sale of 
Connie Mack Stadium to President 
Bob Carpenter of the Philadelphia 
Phillies. 
“I am the happiest man in the 
world,” Johnson said. “It was the 
toughest fight I have had in my 
life.” 
Were It not for the switch in 
sentiment of Walter O. (Spike) 
Briggs, president of the Detroit 
Tigers, the shift would have been 
blocked. A three-fourths vote is 
needed for a franchise shift and 
had Briggs stuck to his original 
position, Detroit would have joined 
with Washington and Cleveland in 
rejecting Johnson’s bid. 
Briggs and Clark Griffith, 84- 
year-old president of the Senators, 
had been violently opposed to the 
shift. 
“I 
wanted 
harmony 
in 
the 
league,” Briggs explained later, “I 
was sick and tired of all the 
wrangliiA I knew if I voted against 
the move, we’d be back where we 
started from and the gangling 
probably would go on all winter 
and into the next season. I think 
now we’ll be straightened out once 
and for all.” 
As part of the 3%-million-dollar 
deal, Johnson agreed to sell his 
interest in Yankee Stadium, home 
of the Yankees, within 90 days.

The words from the governor’s 
wife allowed toll-paying traffic to 
begin moving for the first time 
over the 52-mile northern segment 
between Beck ley and Charleston, 
which w a s dedicated yesterday. 
The 36-mile southern stretch from 
Princeton tb Beck ley was opened 
two months ago. 
The first vehicle — a trailer 
truck —entered the Charleston in­ 
terchange seconds after Mrs. Mar- 
land’s voice came over the radio 
receiver there. 
She w a s speak ing from t he 
Shrine Mosque here, to which a 
turnpik e dedication gathering of 
700 guests had adjourned after a 
dinner at the Daniel Boone Hotel 
across the street. 
James Reilly, driving a Miami 
Shores Glass Co. tractor - trailer 
from Clark sburg to Miami, was at 
the wheel of the first vehicle to 
enter through the Charleston inter­ 
change. He paid the top toll of 
$6.50 for the trip from Charleston 
to Princeton. 
Turnpik e Commission members 
hope there will be thousands of 
Reillys in the days ahead. They 
are counting on truck traffic to 
furnish a big share of the income 
needed to pay off the bonded debt 
on the 133 million dollar super­ 
highway through Southern 
W e s t 
Virginia’s sceniQ mountains. 
Pulling int6 the interchange be­ 
hind Reilly was the first passen­ 
ger car to enter there. The oc­ 
cupants, Mr, and Mrs. Alexander 
Cohen of New York City, were en 
route to Roanok e, Va. They paid 
the $1.65 passenger car toll f or 
the 8 8 -mile trip to Princeton. 
The first toll traffic began mov­ 
ing shortly after 10 p. m. 
The actual opening of the north­ 
ern segment for business was pre­ 
ceded by a day-long tour 
f r om 
Beck ley to Charleston by a 400- 
car dedication motorcade. 
After a sendoff by Mayor Elmer 
Davis of Beck ley, the dedication 
party made stops for ceremonies 
along the way at the Mossy inter­ 
change, the Bender Bridge, Me­ 
morial Tunnel, the Chelyan inter­ 
change, the Yeager Bridge a n d 
the Charleston interchange. 
Gov. Marland spok e briefly at 
each stop. Bands played and hun­ 
dreds of spectators were on hand 
at each place. 
The Bender bridge — the turn­ 
pik e’s highest — crosses 284 feet 
above a mountain stream. It was 
named in honor of Stanley Bender 
of Beck ley, a one-time Chicago 
taxi driver who won the Congres­ 
sional Medal of Honor as an Army 
staff sergeant in France in World 
War II.

WEST CHESTER, Pa. (ff)—A sur­ 
prise test air alert, the first on 
a regionwide basis since the dim- 
out days of World War II, sum­ 
moned civil defense officials 
to 
their posts throughout the Middle 
Atlantic Seaboard area last night. 
The Eastern Air Defense Com­ 
mand released the warning—that 
enemy aircraft had been track ed 
on an approach to the East Coast. 
The yellow alert, indicating pos­ 
sibility of an enemy attack by air, 
was flashed from West Chester, 
Region 2 headquarters of the Fed­ 
eral Civil Defense Administration. 
Six states and the District of 
Columbia were involved. The gen­ 
eral public participated in Ohio, 
Virginia, West Virginia and the 
city of Baltimore and five sur­ 
rounding communities in Mary­ 
land.

In Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
the District of Columbia, only civil 
defense officials were alerted.

The prosecu tor began 
his inv estigation after a stu dy of 
the au dit receiv ed from Colu mbu s 
last Tu esday . 
Ross Cou nty commissioners an­ 
nou nced appointment of Thomas J. 
Hu ghes as cou nty treasu rer to su c­ 
ceed Immell. Hu ghes, 41-y ear-old 
Democrat, will serv e the two y ears 
remaining in Immell’s fou r-y ear 
term . 
A hearing on the embezzlement 
charge against Immell was sched­ 
u led for Monday . 
Perdu e was qu oted as say ing his 
inv estigation, which he said is con­ 
tinu ing, had tu rned u p shortages 
of abou t $2,400. Immell was re­ 
leased u nder $5 ,000 bond. 
Findings against others were for 
small su ms or for ex penditu res 
charged to the wrong fu nd. 
The state au ditor’s report shows 
the $8 ,078 deficit on the basis of 
a statement of the financial condi­ 
tion of the cou nty treasu ry as of 
Ju ly 31, 195 2, when the ex amina­ 
tion began. The report said: 
On Au g. 1, 195 2, Immell certified 
that official fu nds in his posses­ 
sion at the close of bu siness the 
preceding day totaled $10,632. 
In a second certificate u nder the 
same date, he certified that $6,796 
had been collected in tax es prior 
to Ju ly 31, 195 2, which had not 
been certified to the cou nty au ditor 
as collected at the close of bu siness 
on Ju ly 31, 195 2. 
State ex aminers said they fou nd 
two lists of tax collections which 
were u nreported by the treasu rer 
to the bu reau of inspection. One 
was for $5 ,979 in cu rrent personal 
tax es. The other was for $2,08 9 
in delinqu ent personal tax es. They 
totaled $8 ,078 , inclu ding the odd 
cents.

To Embezzlement 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (J* — State 
Auditor Jam es A. Rhodes today 
released an audit of Ross County 
offices that led to the recent ar­ 
rest of county Treasurer William 
F. I rn rn e 11 on embezzlement 
charges. 
H ie report covering the period 
between Dec. I, 1948, and July 
31, 1952, lists the finding of an 
$8,078 cash deficit against Immell 
in favor of the Ross County treas­ 
ury. 
Immell was arrested in Chilli­ 
cothe last Saturday on charges 
filed by county Prosecutor Robert 
L. Perdue. The prosecutor began 
his investigation after a study of 
the audit received from Columbus 
last Tuesday. 
Ross County commissioners an­ 
nounced appointment of Thomas J. 
Hughes as county treasurer to suc­ 
ceed Immell. Hughes, 41-year-old 
Democrat, will serve the two years 
remaining in ImmelTs four-year 
term . 
A hearing on the embezzlement 
charge against Immell was sched­ 
uled for Monday. 
Perdue was quoted as saying his 
investigation, which he said is con­ 
tinuing, had turned up shortages 
of about $2,400. Immell was re­ 
leased under $5,000 bond. 
Findings against others were for 
small sums or for expenditures 
charged to the wrong fund. 
H ie state auditor's report shows 
the $8,078 deficit on the basis of 
a statement of the financial condi 
tion of the county treasury as of 
July 31, 1952, when the examina 
tion began. The report said: 
On Aug. I, 1952, Immell certified 
that official funds in his posses­ 
sion at the close of business the 
preceding day totaled $10,632. 
In a second certificate under the 
same date, he certified that $6,796 
had been collected in taxes prior 
to July 31, 1952, which had not 
been certified to the county auditor 
as collected at the close of business 
on July 31, 1952. 
State examiners said they found 
two lists of tax collections which 
were unreported by the treasurer 
to the bureau of inspection. One 
was for $5,979 in current personal 
taxes. The other was for $2,089 
in delinquent personal taxes. They 
totaled $8,078, including the odd 
cents.

NEW YORK Un—Because Ameri­ 
cans are spending one billion dol­ 
lars more to eat this year than last 
the food and grocery industries 
are reasonably happy. 
Because retail food prices have 
finally eased and are running a 
trifle under last year’s level the 
eaters are reasonably happy, too. 
And because supplies of most 
victuals are abundant and the pro­ 
spects are that Americans will sit 
down to better stocked and slight­ 
ly less costly tables this Thanks­ 
giving and Christmas both the 
grocers and the consumers can be 
thankful. 
The reason Americans are spend­ 
ing more for food, as registered by 
national totals, although spending 
a little less per individual item, 
is that there are more Americans 
every year and they are eating 
larger portions of the more ex­ 
pensive foods. 
After paying their taxes, Ameri­ 
cans are putting about 25 cents of 
every dollar they have left into 
food. Before World War II, 23 cents 
of each dollar went for food. 
This year Americans will spend 
a total of 64 billion dollars for food, 
according to Paul S. Willis, presi­ 
dent of Grocery Manufacturers of 
America Inc. Hie one billion dol­ 
lars more spent ths year repre­ 
sents an actual increase in pro­ 
ducts sold, he points out in a re­ 
port to the 46th annual meeting of 
his organization here this week. 
Government agencies report that 
retail food store sales ran two per 
cent higher this summer than last, 
although price averages were one 
per cent lower than last year— 
and September prices were two per 
cent lower than July’s. 
Farm ers are well aware that the 
prices they get are running below 
a year ago. They blame the sur­ 
pluses of manv food stuffs, the 
drop in export markets, and the 
high distribution costs which have 
kept retail food prices compara­ 
tively high. 
But now Washington Is pushing 
a program to move farm surpluses 
overseas, and some observers are 
predicting a sizable gain in ex-! 
ports in the winter months—partly 
because of bad crop weather this 
year in a number of overseas pro­ 
ducing areas. 
The spread between prices at the 
farm and at the grocery is taken 
up by Willis from two angles. De­ 
fensively, he points out that the 
grocery manufacturers have step­ 
ped up processing and packaging; 
of calories and convenience—from 
us she buys not only food, but 
also freedom." 
As to food processors* profits, 
Willis contends that they have 
shrunk from 4.6 cents on each [ 
sales dollar in 1939 to 2.5 cents! 
last year, while the capital invest­ 


ment for machines that prepare 
the food the way today’s house­ 
wife demands has grown from 
$7,500 per production worker in 
1939 to $16,500 today. 
On the constructive side of how 
to pare distribution costs and get 
the grocery price on closer speak­ 
ing term s with the farm price, 
Willis notes a plan to cut costs 
and streamline delivery through 
privately 
financed 
“distribution 
centers’* in m ajor markets. 
It is similar to ideas already in 
use by associations in the depart­ 
ment store field, and has been 
tried by a few large food manu 
facturers. 
Willis says the centers permit 
products of many manufacturers 
to move efficiently and quickly to 
buyers 
at 
lower 
transportation 
costs. 
For the man who likes his vic­ 
tuals, food processors at the meet­ 
ing have another cheering word:

Ohio Bell Telephone Co.'s n e w 
dial installation here got a heavy 
workout over the weekend with the 
equipment swamped by calls from 
curious subscribers. 
T. Fred Edwards, local com­ 
mercial manager, said receivers 
were lifted from the phones an 
unbelievable 174,078 times Sunday 
but no immediate check was avail­ 
able on how many calls were com­ 
pleted.

killed by careless use of guns. 
Although conservationists w a r n 
us that many species of American 
wildlife are in danger of 
being 
exterminated by promiscuous hunt­ 
ing, the number of licenses taken 
out annually to shoot game con­ 
tinues to mount. And every year 
we read of serious accidents — fre­ 
quently fatal — caused by reck­ 
less persons who should 
n e ve r 
handle a dangerous weapon in the 
first place. 
The problem of safe storage of 
firearms is another m atter. Many 
persons, usually new to the han­ 
dling of guns, leave these lethal 
weapons around casually in t h e 
home. 
No one intends that a little child 
should be killed, or kill another 
member of the family. Yet how 
often this tragedy occurs because 
a parent, relative or friend has 
forgotten the deathly 
fascination 
exerted on children by any weap­ 
on. 


EITHER SUCH persons 
should 
not hunt at all or, if they must, 
they should constantly keep in mind 
the necessity for treating guns as 
the menace they are. Keep them 
in a locked case. Be sure the key 
is safely 
h i dde n so that no 
youngster may find it. 
Obviously the greatest hazards 
are not to persons who use guns 
for hunting, but to the younger 
children in the family and to other 


home. 
The modern child who watches 
shooting programs on TV is al­ 
most irresistibly attracted by fire­ 
arms. 
Never underestimate the ability 
of this child to observe and re­ 
member where hunting equipment 
is stored. He may appear to be 
completely disinterested, but, 
as 
soon as he is alone, he will probab­ 
ly try to get a better look at these 
lethal toys. 


SUPPOSE YOU or your son who 
uses a gun carefuUy lets another 
child, untrained in the safe use of 
a gun, take it in his hand. The sec­ 
ond child may impulsively fire it 
at random or when pointed at 
someone. 
Or suppose your younger child, 
lacking p r o p e r discipline, gets 
your son’s gun or yours when no 
one is there to supervise. It may 
also be some other parent’s child 
who thus handles the gun without 
adequate guidance or restraint. 
The average child today is so 
lacking in home discipline, 
self- 
control and caution that he seri­ 
ously endangers 
h i m s e l f and 
others when he gets a gun in his 
hands. 
Since you can hardly be 
s u r e 
when your child from three to 15 
may get into a home where there 
is a gun, his safety will have been 
enhanced if from his very early 
years, he has learned the mean­ 
ing of “No” as the foundation of 
caution and self-control.

Weapons In The Home Attract Youngsters 


Every year, many people are 
killed by careless use of guns. 
Although conservationists w a r n 
us that many species of American 
wildlife are in danger of being 
exterminated by promiscuous hunt­ 
ing, the number of licenses taken 
out annually to shoot game con­ 
tinues to mount. And every year 
we read of serious accidents — fre­ 
quently fatal — caused by reck­ 
less persons who should n e v e r 
handle a dangerous weapon in the 
first place. 
The problem of safe storage of 
firearms is another matter. Many 
persons, usually new to the han­ 
dling of guns, leave these lethal 
weapons around casually in t h e 
home. 
No one intends that a little child 
should be killed, or kill another 
member of the family. Yet how 
often this tragedy occurs because 
a parent, relative or friend has 
forgotten the deathly fascination 
exerted on children by any weap­ 
on. 


EITHER SUCH persons should 
not hunt at all or, if they must, 
they should constantly keep in mind 
the necessity for treating guns as 
the menace they are. Keep them 
in a locked case. Be sure the key 
is safely h i d d e n so that no 
youngster may find it. 
Obviously the greatest hazards 
are not to persons who use guns 
for hunting, but to the younger 
children in the family and to other 


young children who may visit the 
home. 
The modern child who watches 
shooting programs on TV is al­ 
most irresistibly attracted by fire­ 
arms. 
Never underestimate the ability 
of this child to observe and re­ 
member where hunting equipment 
is stored. He may appear to be 
completely disinterested, but, as 
soon as he is alone, he will probab­ 
ly try to get a better look at these 
lethal toys. 


SUPPOSE YOU or your son who 
uses a gun carefully lets another 
child, untrained in the safe use of 
a gun, take it in his hand. The sec­ 
ond child may impulsively fire it 
at random or when pointed at 
someone. 
Or suppose your younger child, 
lacking p r o p e r discipline, gets 
your son’s gun or yours when no 
one is there to supervise. It may 
also be some other parent’s child 
who thus handles the gun without 
adequate guidance or restraint. 
The average child today is so 
lacking in home discipline, self­ 
control and caution that he seri­ 
ously endangers h i m s e l f and 
others when he gets a gun in his 
hands. 
Since you can hardly be s u r e 
when your child from three to 15 
may get into a home where there 
is a gun, his safety will have been 
enhanced if from his very early 
years, he has learned the mean­ 
ing of “No” as the foundation of 
caution and self-control.

I tsp. Worcestershire sauce 
I tsp. Kitchen Bouquet 
Chopped parsley 
Conbine flour, salt and pepper. 
Roll meat in mixture until coated. 
Preheat skillet. Add fat. Melt, add 
meat, brown well on all sides, turn­ 
ing occasionally. W h e n browned, 
stir in any flour mixture that is 
left, add water, onion, garlic and 
celery. Cover, when boiling, reduce 
heat and simmer until almost ten­ 
der.
